It was semi officially announced yester- 
day that tb» Turkish government, after 
weighing the matter and consulting cer- 
tain adviser*, had decided not to admit 
Vnited States cruiser Bancroft through 
the Dardanelles, therefore she will not be 
able to act as gnardsbip of the United 
States legation in these waters. The 
Forte, it is said, has also decided not to 
admit the guardships of Greece and Hol- 
land, which countries also propose to 
have ship stations in the Bosphorns as 
guards for the legations in case of emerg- 
encies. 


It should be added, however, that the 


United States government is not known 
to have presented a formal demand for 
the passage of the Bancroft. The exact 
ground the Turkish government takes 
it* stand on is not stated, but it is known 
in official circles that Russia objected to 
the presence in the Bosphorus of the 
Vnited States, Grecian and Dutch gnard- 
i h ps. The objection to the presence of 
«xtra guardships is said to be based on the 
lierlin agreement, which excludes from 
naval representation in the Bosphorus 
powers that are not parties to the agree- 
ment

PARIS, Oct. 7.—It was reserved for the 


visit of the czar and czarweitoh to the 
public buildings of Paris to mark the lay- 
ing of the first stone of the new Alexander 
III bridge, which will serve in the exposi- 
tion of 1900. President Faure arrived at 
the Russian embassy at 9..% o'clock. He 
found the czar and ezarweitch ready to 
start and the party immediately left in 
open carriages, escorted by a squadroon of 
cuirassiers, to visit the cathedral of Notre 
Dame. The streets were densely packed 
by enthusiastic crowds continually shout- 
ing. 
The scenes of yesterday, wild 


tumults of enthusiasm, were repeated. 


The Imperial party reached the famous 


cathedral at 10 o'clock and inspected the 
historical features. 
After viewing the 


treasury of the cathedral, where the his* 
torical plate is deposited, theguests pro* 
ceeded to the Palais deJustic, where they

From there they went to the pantheon.

BISMARCK'S ADVICE. 


ts It trnpnjndlced, and Can We Affbrd to 


Follow It? 


Mr. Bryan appears to set great store 


by the letter which Governor Culberson 
of Texas has received from Prince £is- 
marofc. The "people's friend" ia will- 
ing m receive advice from the ' 'Han of 
Blood and Iron," and the "champion 
of the American farmor" listen* to 
that fanious friend of American agri- 
culture who shut tbe German ports to 
American pork in 1884 and to American 
potatoes in 1885, and who would gladly 
have united all central Europe in a 
Customs league aimed directly against 
all 
American 
produce. 
Bismarok'a 


rather diplomatic letter is taken by Mr. 
Brynn in his recent speeches to favor 
the free coinage of silver by the United 
States. The devotion of Chancellor Bis- 
marck to the cause of silver may be seen 
in the following historical fact, which 
appears to have escaped general notice: 


Under his guidance as chancellor of 


the empire and minister of commerce 
for Prussia tho equivalent of 1,080,- 
000,000 rnarlis (over $270,000,000) in 
silver was demonetized between the 
years 1874and 1881, and over $160,000,- 
000 worth of the bullion into which 
these were melted had been sold by 
1879. In that year, finding that the 
price of silver was becoming demoral- 
ized, so that his remaining $109,000,000 
was depreciating, he stopped sales by a 
decree issued^ in May, 1S79 
These, 


points were frankly stated by his dele- 
gates to the international monetary con- 
ference of 1881, when Germany like- 
wise offered to suspend sales for a time 
in order tbat tbe price might not be 
further depressed. With these assur- 
ances before the monetary powers and 
with the decree of 1879 still in force, 
Bismarck saw an opportunity of dump- 
ing eoine German silver on the sly and 
promptly proceeded to do so. In 188S 
the Egyptian government decided to 
change its coinage and invited bids for 
contracts to coin its silver piasters. The 
German mint secured the contract to 
make the coin and incidentally furnish- 
ed $3,189,600 of silver bullion to Egypt. 
Tho matter was kept very quiet or es- 
onped general notice. Reference to it 
will be found, however, in the London 
Economist of Deo. 4, 1886, which saw in 
it a proof of Bismarck's lack of faith in 
silver. 


With all his faults, Bismarck )• a 


sturdy patriot. To help the German 
distiller he was willing to see triohinte 
in every American pig, and to protect 
the German farmer he smelled bugs on 
every American potato. Germany has 
today $107,000,000 worth of silver 
whose value is declining. If the EJnited 
States could be induced to follow the 
example of Egypt and give Germany a 
chance to do some more unloading, 
where is the harm, from the ex-chan- 
cellor's point of view, in writing a let- 
ter of not entirely disinterested advice?

OEIG1N OF THE HELLO 


INVENTION Or THE TELEPHONE, AS 


TOtD BY ITS AUTHOR. 


Or. Bell, tlko His Father, Was Interested 


la Effort! to Instruct Deaf Mutes—While 
Engaged In Tills Line of Woik the Tele- 
phone W_u Suggested to Els Mind. 


The story of how the telephone came 


to be invented waa told by Dr. Alexan- 
der Graham Bell during hia attendance 
on the meeting of the American Associ- 
ation to Promote the Teaching of Speech 
to the Deaf, held at Mount Airy. Or. 
Bell's father was an elocutionist in 
England and well known as a corrector 
of defects in.ntterauoe, as hia grandfa- 
ther had also been. Bis father hod de- 
vised a method of representing the ac- 
tion of the vooai organs liy symbols, 
similar to those used in chemistry. In 
like manner letters representing the va- 
rious organs of speech, with figures at- 
tached indicating the positions of those 
organs, would represent certain sounds 
or spoken words. A person placing his 
tongue, teeth, lips and palate in tho po- 
sition indicated by a certain formula 
would produce a definite sound. The 
use of such a system for the instruction 
of deaf mutes was not overlooked by 
Dr. Bell's father, and experiments were 
made in a little school in London. Or. 
Bell became interested in the subject 
and developed a method of teaching tint 
deaf to speak. His father had lectured 
in this country, aud in this way the 
system had come to the knowledge of 
the deaf and dumb institutions in Bos- 
ton and of the prominent educators in 
that city, and in 1871 the board of edu- 
cation invitod Dr. Bell to see what he 
could do in the Boston School For the 
Deaf. He accepted the invitation and 
put the system in practice there with 
very greho success, and it was intro- 
duced in one institution after another 
throughout the country. 


Dr. Bell did not at that time believe 


it wns possible for deaf mutes to under- 
stand speech by looking at the mouth of 
the speaker. The mechanism of speech 
was, 
he thought, too complicated for 


that. 
He therefore set to work to in- 


vent an apparatus which would repre- 
sent speech to the eye as it was spoken 
by throwing a picture of the vibrations 
on the screen. He commenced his exper- 
iments with Koenig's manometrio flame 
apparatus, which, by means of a vibrat- 
ing diaphram, stretched on a piece of 
wood divided into two parts, and a se- 
ries of mirrors produced a band of light 
With wave effects, according to the 
acnndnttered. The flame was too fee- 
ble to be photographed. 'Dr. Bell then 
turned his attention to another appara- 
tus, called a phonetograph, in which 
was stretched n membrane, against 
which a person spoke and which car- 
ried a little pencil over ^ smoked glass, 
which made a curved line that could 
easily be photographed. 


He made many hundreds of tracings, 


but unfortunately they did not corre- 
spond with the flame pictures before 
described, and he attributed the trouble 
to the clumsiness of the apparatus. He 
therefore mapped out changes in the 
construction of his phonetograph and 
thought he saw iu his draft a rudo anal- 
ogy to the construction of the human 
ear. Instead of bones actuated by a 
membrane, as in the ear, he had a lever 
of wood moved by a membrane. He 
therefore concluded to modify the shape 
to correspond with the human ear and 
went to a distinguished aurist in Bos- 
ton, Clarence A. Blake, who suggested 
his experimenting with an actual hu- 
man ear. Dr. Blake got an ear and dis- 
sected it for Dr. Bell BO as to expose the 
membrane and the little bones. The doc- 
tor attached a pencil to the bone called 
tho malleus, moistened the membrane 
with glycerin and water and construct- 
ed an outer ear. With this, beautiful 
traoings were made on the smoked glass. 
The tracings, however, were different 
from what ho had before produced. 


Whilo he-was engaged upon the above 


lino of sear oh at the Institution For the 
Deaf, he was also developing an inven- 
tion out of which he expected to mako 
some money—viz, an electrical multi- 
ple telegraph, by which he could send 
many messages simultaneously over one 
wire. Dr. Boll simplified this apparatus 
greatly. He noticed that when half a 
dozen were operating together 
them 


•was a resultant electrical effect, ard 
thntr but oue sending magnet was new.s- 
uary to produce all tha sounds. Further 
consideration convinced him that he 
could not only send any number cf mu- 
sical tones simultaneously, but sounds 
of any kind. His familiarity with the 
nature of speech had taught him that 
the term "quality of sound" means 
really a chord of different musical tones 
having different intensities, aud ho 
could conceive how a sound of any kind 
whatever, cv6n words, might be trans- 
mitted if one of these reeds oould be 
moved in front of au electro magnet in 
the resultant way in which the air is 
moved when a sound is uttered. His 
experiments in vibrations had taught 
him the form of the sound waves. The 
problem was to make a mass of steel 
vibrate iu the way the air does. The 
problem was in his mind at the time he 
was making the experiments with tho 
human car, before described. 


The thought suddenly struck M;n 


that there was a great disproportion in 
mass between the bones of the ear r.ud 
the membrane that connected them-, 
that these bones were, relatively to the 
membrane, very heavy and very mass- 
ive. Why, then, could not the piece of 


iron or steei be moved by attaoniug it 
to a heavier and stifler membrane, of 
the present telephone form. The prob- 
lem was solved. It will thus be seen 
that the telephone was tho io»uH of twi j 
separate lines of thought.—St Loir's j 
Globe-Democrat.

With Gail Hamilton's death there 


has departed the one woman in this 
country who could be compared with 
Kate Field for the influence she exerted 
and for the foroibleness, directness and 
incision of her style.

United States Bond* of Foreign Decedent* 


Not Taxable Under the Collateral 


Inheritance taw—The Gold _____ 


Tax Case. 


Albany, Oct. 7.—The court of ap- 


peals has decided that United States 
bonds vof foreign decedents in this, 
state ore not taxable under the collat- 
eral inheritance tax law. This Import- 
ant decision was rendered in the case 
of the attempt of Comptroller Fitch to 
collect the inheritance tax on property 
belonging to the estate of the late Au- 
gustus Whiting. Mr. Whiting was a, 
resident oi Newport, but he had near- 
ly 81,000,000 worth of property in 
stocks and bonds in the vaults of tho 
Stock 
exchange. 
The 
decedent's 


daughter was made the beneficiary un- 
der his v> ill. She is a resident of New- 
port. Most of the bonds belonging to 
the estate which were found wero 
either United States securities or bonds 
of foreign corporations. A former deci- 
sion of the courts has exempted stock 
certificates or foreign corporations from 
the payment of tie inheritance tas. 
No effort was made to collect the tax 
as against the Whiting stocks, but tho 
tax was claimed to be due so far at tho 
government bonds and th« bonds of 
railroads are concerned. 
The surro- 


gate affirmed the order of the appraiser 
appointed, fixing the assessment as 
against this part of the Whiting estate, 
and appeal was taken, the claim being 
made that the state is powerless to tax 
government bonds, as such a tax would 
be a tax on the power of the govern- 
ment to borrow money, a claim which 
has been denied by the United State* 
supreme court. The i i/pellate decision 
affirmed the order of the surrogate. 
There was a divided cowrt, hfffever, 
and a very strong dissenting opinion 
by Judge Ingraham. 
The court of 


appeals overturns the decision and ex- 
empts from taxation all the United 
States Tjonds. The case is of great in- 
terest to many non-resident capitalists 
whose property is held by local trust 
companies. Millions of dollars' worth 
of securities are ht-ld in safe deposit 
vaults which will be affected by1 the 
decision in this case. The court af- 
firmed the order of Judge Pryor in 
awarding judgment to George J Gould, 
as executor, in his appeal from the 
assessment by the tax Ct mmi^sicuers 
for 1895 on 810,700,000 of pn perty. The 
judgment was obtained on tl e ground 
that the Goulds were not residents of 
New York state and after the case was 
argued before Judge Pryor the city 
abandoned it. The case was carried to 
the court of appeals as a matter of 
form for final adjudication.
